In those years it is estimated 800,000 


persons died in Russia from 
cholera. 


Tlie Russian 
government 
is keenly 


aware of the possibilities' of danger 
which so far is not regarded as giving 
occasion for apprehension. 


Numerous bacteriologists have been 


sent into the infected districts to as- 
sist in surveillance 
of persons 
who 


have contracted 
cholera. Cautionary 


notices are published in all the towns 
and villages within the affected area.

One thing that will engage the sci- 


entists who hn.ve gone to ihe area of 
total eclipse is a pholoqraphic search 
over the sky for a number of small 
planets that are supposed to be bob- 


would work an appreciable change in 
the plumage of any bird or the pelage 
of any animal, no matter how tviJicl its 
coloring may have been at one time. 
The great redtailed hawk, which, on 
this slope, puts on a very brilliant red 
at the nesting season, remains a dull 
rusty brown all the year through on the 
lesert 200 miles back of us.

THE NATURE OF ELECTRICITY. 


Remains One of ihe Unsolved Problems 


oft the Century. 


Dealing with, the science problems 


of the twentieth century, Professor A.' 
E Dolbear says concerning the all-em- 
bracing mystery oi electricity: 


"Here on the: threshold of the new 


century we are confronted with the 
question 'What is electricity?' and the 
answer^implied by the question seems 
to demand a something which could 
be described by one who knew enough, 
as one would describe some new min- 
eral of' gas or thing." Some 
eminent 


scientific men are befogged 
by 
the 


question, say it is some ultimate un- 
knowable thing, and hopeless as an 
inciuiry. If it be a something it must 
be described by its constant properties 
as other things are. If it be unlike 
everything else then it can not be de- 
scribed by terms that apply to any- 
thing else. 
All material things have 


some common properties. 
A glowing 


coal is an incandescent solid, flame is 
an incandescent gas, but neither glow 
nor flame exists aart from the mat- 
ter that exhibits the phenomena. Both 
are conditions of particular kinds of 
mailer. 
"If electric phenomena, are different 


from sravitatlve or thermal luminous 
phenomena it docs not

electricity is miraculous or that It is 
a substance.

Just before time for the fowls to go 


to roost, during the very hot weather, 
the floor and Inside of the sleeping 
room should be sprinkled or sprayed 
with water until it is quite w«t. The 
heat will evaporate the water and the 
vapor thus raised will absorb the heat 
leaving the air cool and comparatively 
comfortable.

It takes only a lew minutes to at- 


tend to this matter, and the increased 
comfort of the/ fowls will'make it 
profitable to take the necessary time. 


In the country it Is rarely necessary 


to go to much trouble in this respect, 
as the free circulation of the air keeps 
the temperature down below the point 
where suffering' begjns.

SCIENCE NOTES. 


A European scientist, Raoul Bayeux, 


ras been counting the red corpuscles 
in human blood during ascensions of 
Mount Blanc. M. Bayeux draws the fol- 
lowing couclusions from 
his experi- 


ments. The blood undergoes a rapid'and 
considerable increase in the number of 
red globules when one passes from ono 
altitude to a higher level. If one re- 
mains in the latter place the first num- 
ber of globules Is found to diminish 
slightly, but not a great extent in a few 
hours 
Descending to the starling 


point makes th!> number diminish to a 
gi eater degree but it is still above 
what it was before the ascension. He 
finds that a second ascension, made be- 
fore the number has fallen to the orig- 
inal value, causes a new increase which 
is srreater than is marked In the first 
ascension.
